Br the A—Belated Pre— 
WASHINGTON, Jan. I.—The year 
1920 will be “open season” for Bol- 
sehyiki, anarchists and kindred radi­ 
cals who are in this country with 
the idea of overthrowing the gov­ 
ernment. In a statement published 
today Attorney General Palmer an­ 
nounced that the policy of the de­ 
partment of justice in dealing with 
the “red menace” during the coming 
year will be one of “unflinching, 
persistent and aggressive warfare” 
against this class of offenders. 
No quarter will be shown, he 
declared, and every movement aimed 
at the government, no matter how 
it is cloaked, will be dealt with 
sternly. The attorney general de­ 
clares that agents at the department 
have traced directly to this element 
75 per cent of the unrest in this 
country.

allowance of $80 a 
month during their vocational train­ 
ing, have written to the headquar­ 
ters of the Carry On Association 
here requesting the establishment of 
“Carry On Clubs” in the cities nam­ 
ed. 
According to the projectors of the 
association 
which 
provides 
the 
wounded soldier with a good home, 
nourishing food, laundry, dental and 
medical care, transportation and an 
allowance for clothes, all for $10 a 
week, 
a dependent ex-fighter is 
thus left with money enough to 
keep up his war risk insurance and 
have some amusement besides. Since 
last April, when the first experi­ 
mental club was opened in New 
York at 38th street and Madison 
avenue, accomodating forty men and 
ten extra for meals, its work is 
said to have shown great possibili­ 
ties. 
The organization1 opened an­ 
other New York Club on Christmas 
Day and the week previously one 
with a capactiy for 150 men was op­ 
ened in Washington. 
The enterprise is said to have the 
approval of the American Legion 
which is reported raising $50,000 in 
New Orleans for a “Carry On Club” 
there. 
Denver, with 3,000 arrested 
tubercular cases, is also reported to 
be preparing for a club drive. Alto­ 
gether there are between 230,000 
and 260,000 disabled ex-service men 
in the United States. 
The Boys in the Carry On Club­ 
houses do much of the house work 
and enforce their own regulations. 
A bib, sunny, living room filled with 
ex-soldiers 
playing, 
reading 
and 
chatting or singing to the accom­ 
paniment of a phonograph or piano 
is the chief feature of the institu­ 
tion. 
One young ex-fighter said ho 
gained 31 pounds in 30 days as a 
result of the good food and care 
he had receeived. The first club was 
formed, it was said, because it was 
shown by carefully compiled statis­ 
tics that while an invalid young man 
might be able to live 
on 
$80 
a 
month in many parts of the coun­ 
try it was impossible to do so in 
a large city.

Naturally he grasped 
with eagerness the possibilities presented by the amusing 
spectacle of an “emaciated physique.** He was well equipped 
to arouse the risibles of a fun-loving public by delineating the 
wasted form, the faded cheeks, the sunken eyes, and the 
feeble breath of a world-famed sufferer. It was the chance 
of a life time to capitalize human suffering and make it pay 
substantial dividends in increased partisan majorities. 
There is no limit to the wide field opened up by the hu­ 
morist of republican headquarters. 
He can find a side-split­ 
ting story in the emotion that seized President Wilson when 
he stood at the graves of his ancestors in an English village.

MINERAL OUTPUT 


IN ALASKA SAID 
TO BE DECLINING 


By the AflBociatcd Press 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Alas- 


ka's mineral output in 1919 was 
the smallest of any year since 1910, 
and its value was less than half that 
of 1916, preliminary estimates of 
the geologic?.! survey made public- 
today show. 
The output for the 


year brought only about $18,850,000 
as compared wjth 
$28,254,000 in 


1918 and $48,600,000 in 1916. 


The decline was attributed prin- 


cipally 
to 
the 
reverting' of 
tne 


copper industry to normal conditions 
as a result of the fall in the price 
of the metal since 1916, when the 
war demand greatly stimulated the 
production. 
High, operating costs 


also caused a depression 
in 
gold 


mining. 


Eight copper mines were operat- 


ed in Alaska in 1919, producing 
about 44,800,000 pounds valued at 
$8,500,000. The production in 1918 
was 69,225,000 pounds, valued at 
117,099.000. 


Tho value of the annual output 


j of gold declined from $16,700,000 
in 1916 to $9,000,000 in 1919.

serves of gold bearing gravels that 
can be rained profitably when trans- 
portation conditions are improved, 
the report said, adding that "the 
most important event of the year 
for the future in mining in Alaska
